Claims 1 and 2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Grothaus 4,558,788. Note vertical post 102; supporting member 1 10 for an eyeglass 
frame and further having two glass retaining portions 126 and connected to vertical 
post. Note also pins 1 20 (See figure 3) and pin holder 116. 

Claims 3-20 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the 
base claim and any intervening claims. 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure.
